Of what value is a three-legged 
stool if one leg is short? Every 
student enrolled in the University 
of Tennessee Junior College 
should have a threefold aim He 
should seek an adequate basic 
training in the courses in which 
he is enrolled. The faculty, class¬ 
rooms, laboratories, farms, and 
all facilities are available for his 
use in order that he may accom¬ 
plish this objective effectively and 
develop a foundation for future 
training and for life. 

A second objective which should 
claim the serious attention of 
every student is the development 
of a personality and all qualities 
which lead to pleasing personal 
relationships with fellow students, 
faculty, and all with whom con¬ 
tact arises. This represents the 
social development of the indi¬ 
vidual student, and every social 
contact in the classroom or on the 
campus, and especially extracur¬ 
ricular activities through student 
clubs, athletics, campus publica¬ 
tions, etc., offers opportunities for 
the development of these personal 
qualities. 

The third area of interest which 
deserves the attention of every 
student is that of character build¬ 
ing. Technical competence and 
social adaptability are insufficient 
without the support of a sound 
character which must include, to 
be well-rounded, a sincere reli¬ 
gious development. Employers 
who seek personnel for perma¬ 
nent positions in their organize^ 
tions place first emphas.s upon 
factors of character ami personali¬ 
ty. and consciously avoid those 
who have stressed technical, aca¬ 
demic accomplishments to the ex¬ 
clusion or suppression of develop¬ 
ment in these fields. 

The University of Tcnncs.se* 
Junior College becomes th*' home 
of the many young men and 
worn* n for th- two years they are 
enrolled there The family at 
mospher* of your campus is one 
of the large advantages which it 
offers.- Within this large family, 
there is opportunity to develop 
personally if * oils* iou- effort is 
mad* Just as the buildings and 
physical facilities serve the aca 
dei'ni- training, and the . xtra- 
ctin iciilai activities give oppor¬ 
tunity for personality develop¬ 
ment. so there is need for facili¬ 
ties to stimulate and make more 


effective the programs of eharac- 
atr building. The churches in the 
community are effective agencies 
in this field. However, the pres¬ 
ence on the campus of a chapel, 
set apart for the development of 
this phase of life, is physical evi¬ 
dence of the place which religion 
holds in the development of every 
well-rounded individual. To have 
a chapel on your campus is with¬ 
in the realm of possibility if stu¬ 
dents, faculty, and friends join in 
an effort to accomplish it. It is 
natural that we should appreci¬ 
ate what we create, pay for, or 
sacrifice to secure. A chapel which 
comes to the Junior College cam¬ 
pus through the efforts of the 
Junior College family and friends 
will mean more than one which is 
placed there without forethought 
or effort on the part of those 
whom it is to serve 

There is on many campuses in 
this country a small, dignified, 
simple chapel known as the Dan- 
forth Foundation Chapel, which is 
intended to 9erve all denomina¬ 
tions and faiVns without restric¬ 
tions. These chapels arc available 
for individual and group worship 
according to the interests and 
needs of the students on the cam¬ 
pus. Physically, these chapels arc 
made to blend with other build¬ 
ings and arc placed conveniently 
to the normal life of the student 
body Th*' Danforth Foundation 
recognizes the importance of this 
phase in the training of young 
people, and will encourage stu¬ 
dent bodies and faculties and 
have assisted on many campuses 
with the cost of such a chapel

Arrangements have been made 
to provide daily transportation at 
low ost to th. branch of the 
! Slate University located at Mar- 
; tin. The officials of the university 
have approved the plan and have 
pledged their support. Through 
cooperation with th*' university, 
a full schedule of courses can be 
carried and each student may 
participate in much of the social 
activities of campus life. 

It is possible for many youn£ 
people to earn and save enough 
money to pay their own way 
through college, and the bank of¬ 
ficials are anxious to help in the 
planning, supervising and financ¬ 
ing of projects to enable the young 
people to do this. Those who com¬ 
plete two years of junior college 
work will find the bank willing to 
help them continue their educa¬ 
tion at a college of their choice. 

A special bus has been pur¬ 
chased by the bank from Shuck 
Motor Company, and beginning in 
September will be operated by the 
bank without profit so as to pro¬ 
vide transportation at the lowest 
cost. This plan will also permit 
the student to save the expense of 
living away from home. 

While the program is designed 
to aid the individual youth, it will 
in time have a great beneficial 
effect upon the whole community. 1 
As many of the young people re¬ 
turn from college to take their 
place in the community, their 
training will enable them to be¬ 
come better farmers, teachers, 
h o u s e w i v q s. businessmen and 
above all better citizens. 

We think the bank is to be 
commended upon this public 
spirited investment in the future 
of the youth of Newbern and its 
trail*- territory. We suggest th* 
businessmen of our town lend 
their assistance to the students 
by providing part time employ¬ 
ment on Saturdays and during 
j the vacation months.

Mr. Stanford Speaks To 
Business Adm. Group 

In the regular meeting of the 
Future Business Leaders, April 
17, Mr. Stanford was guest speak¬ 
er. 

He stated that in preparation 
for the business world, he had no 
pet theories on how to cure the 
world’s ills. He pointed out that 
we believe, even with its imperfec¬ 
tions, that capitalism is the best 
economic system yet devised. It 
makes use of the powerful incen¬ 
tive of the profit motive. This is 
the very thing that enemies of 
capitalism shoot at in our system. 

“Actually.” Mr. Stanford said, 
“capitalism is unconscious co-op¬ 
eration. The doctor says, TU treat 
your child; you teach mine.’” 

He repeated some of the ten 
“cannots" of Lincoln. You can’t 
bring about prosperity by dis¬ 
couraging thrift; you can’t help 
small men by tearing down big 
men; you can’t strengthen the 
weak by weakening the strong. 

An impressive point was made 
by Mr. Stanford when he said 
that the businessmen who come 
to Knoxville to investigate a pros¬ 
pective college employee do not 
first look at grades; they examine 
the records of the attitude, work i 
habits, and mental outlook of the | 
individual. Some of us were | 
cheered somewhat by this idea. 

In conclusion Mr. Stanford pre¬ 
sented two Inseparable ideas that 
have a great Influence in our eco¬ 
nomic and social lives: to have, ( 
you must give and to give, you i 
must have.—Billie Sager.

The Interpretation Of Dreams By Freud

Variety Of Programs On 


Sigmund Freud, great psycho¬ 
analyst, presents in the "Interpre- 
tataion of Dreams” his theories 
concerning the meaning of our 
dreaming selves and their impor¬ 
tance in our minds. Although he 
as a physician worked particular¬ 
ly with neurotics, Freud takes 
actual dreams of normal people— 
his own also—and interprets them 
with a purpose of increasing our 
understanding of ourselves. 

We have often wondered on 
awaking after a disturbing night 
of dreaming, what causes us to 
dream. We are familiar with the 
oft repeated suggestions of indi¬ 
gestible food, too little cover, and 
external agitations. Freud ap¬ 
proaches the matter from the 
mental standpoint. 

He treats the dream ln detail to 
make up a composite meaning. 
This is similar to the cipher meth¬ 
od we see in newspapers where a 
letter has a symbolic meaning. 

He contends that our dreams 
are concerned with wish fulfill¬ 
ment and that some of the wishes 
we have, we do not allow to come 
to the fore. Our minds act as 
censors, but in sleep, the censor¬ 
ship is relaxed. Our distorted 
dreams are evidences of a wish 
we feel ashamed of. 

Freud takes some typical 
most of us are familiar with and 


analyzes them. Yoii’ll see his 
interpretation of falling and fly¬ 
ing attributed to childhood love 
of such games; the examination 
dream as expressive of anxiety 
leading to disgrace; your feeling 
“It’s only a dream,” revealing 
your censoring such thoughts; the 
death wish for a member of your 
family relating back to a time in 
childhood when you probably did 
express a wish that they were 
dead. 

Your dreams may concern any 
time of your life, providing that 
there is a recent connecting link. 

Freud asserts that there is no 
guileless dream, that each of them 
is characteristic of a hidden wish. 

When you first began reading 
"The Interpretation of Dreams,” 
the chain of associations which 
Freud employs to arrive at his 
analysis seems somewhat prepos¬ 
terous. After reading it, you will 
begin to try to interpret your own 
dreams. however preposterous 
they and your method seem.
